GOOD NATURE is a quality to which ail (hat adoras 
or elevaies mank nd mull owe its power of pleafiang With. 
out Good-nature, jearning and bravery can to feeble 
miuds only be formidable ; and withont it, virtue, though 
it may indeed awe by it’s dignity, mul always be viewed 
eta diflance, and will fCarcely gaia a friend, cr are an 
imitator. 

Good-nature my be defined-to be a habit of being plea- 
fed, aconflant and perennial foftnefs of manner, eatinels 
of approach, and fuavity of difpofiiion, It isthe Mate be- 
tween gaicty aod unconcern, the a€& and emanation of a 
mind regarding only the gratification of others, Many 
imagine that, whenever they afpire to pleafe, they mut be 
manny, and lofe all referve in overflowing jollity ; but 
though fuch perfoas may, for a time, be heard with ap- 
piaule and admiration, they feldom delight us long. Boiit- 
crous mirth is generally accompanied with fatirical wit, 
which hardly ever fails of giving fome one pain; wheieos 
Good-nature boofls of so faculties which all prelent do not 
believe to be ia their own power; and it charms prineipal- 
Jy by not offending. 

Neihing can more clearly prove the value of this quali- 
ty, than that it recommends thofe who are deflituie of all 
other excellencies, by procuring regard to tie trifliog, 
friendthip to the worthlefs, and affe€lion to the dull. 
Good-nature is, indeed, generally degraded in the charaét- 

e1s ia which it is found; for, being confidered as a cheap 
and vulgar quality, we find it often negle&ed by pe:fons 
of rank aod fortune; who, perhaps, imagine that they have 
fome right to gratify themfelves a the exgence of others, 
and are to demand compliance, rather than to pradtile it, 
What cao be more unresfonable, thau to !ofe the will to 
pleafe, when we are confcious of the power ?---or what 
can fhew greater tyranny of diipofition, thaa io chufe any 
fort of inflaence before that of kindnefs ? he that regards 
the welfare of others, fhould endeavor to make his virtues 
approachable, that they may be loved and copied ; and he 
that confiders hi: own happioefs, and the wants which 
evéry one feels (or will feel) of external afliflance, will 
rather with to be furrounded by friends that love, thao 
by thofe who admire his excellencies, or folicit his favors.

TOMB OF HOUSSEN. 

BY recent advices received by the India company, 
from Imanom, we ate iuformed that a valt body of Was- 
baby Arabs, with a regular force of upwards of Gooo camels 
each carrying two mufqueteers, and 4 or 500 horfemen, 
in their late incurfion, had made a defcent on Keibelia, 
under the Bochaln of Bagdad, for the expres purpose of 
plundering the rich tomb of Houff-a, for which they have 
long fince been making great preparations, Oo their ar- 
rival, they beficged the town in torm, 
ces, north and fouth, they began by taking a caravanfary, 
built by the prefent pacha. After fome taifliag refilance, 
the town was taken by affaulk, during which a dreadful 
fluughter infued, They then attacked the tomb, in which 
masy of the inhabuants had taken refuge, and thatting 
the gaies relolved to defend abemf[elves to the laf! extremi- 
ty.--- The Arabs, however, poffefled themfelves of an ad- 
focert beilaing, and penetrating (he acra, began to demo- 
hth che maily railing of Acel, mnlaid with plates of gold, 
and decorared wich jewels, They then broke in pieces 
the cafe of che tomb, which io the days of Leam Khea, 
was feven years in build aad hed been endowed with 

(he legectes of emperors, kings 
and piigtims) to a vallamounot, There were feveral filver 
candietiicks. one of which weighed nearly 63,0c0 drachms, 
nehly embroidered curtains, and carpets of adonithing 
woakmacthip and veluc. Thornty treafurtrs were killed on 
the terrace, four or five hundred perifhed wih the eniting, 
and anumber of women were grosfly abofed. Three 
hundred virgins of lngh birch and fannly were carried oc , 
as fisves, and moll of the furviving inhabiran's forced to 
fy. Tits work of faugher and depeedaiion was per- 
formed wiin fach expedition, that this ferocious bandit 
weit only engaged in it frow an early period of the morn-
